cives. It is true, that we have otten recovered out of 
thofe dangerous Circumftances into which thefe kind of 


virulent Harangues have ‘d us; but without doub 
our Strength has been dre d, and our Spirits exhauft- 
ed, by thefe Kind of Troubles. If therefore we fhould 
ever lofe our Senfes fo far as to fall into them again, 
there are the jufteft Grounds to fear we fhould never be 
able to recover ; but, by falling from one Kind of Ty- 
ranny to another, remain enthrall’d in perpetual Slavery. 
This furely deferves our Confideration ; this ought cer- 
taioly to fill us with Apprehenfions ; this fhould fright 
us from thofe Extravagancies which are fo unworthy of 
Men in Society, or indeed of Rational Creatures; which 
have ruined all the Free States that have ever exited in 
the World, and which ruin’d us effectually in the Days ot 
our Fathers ; whofe Misfortunes ought to make us wile. 
It is not requir’d that every Man fhould ftudy the Laws 
and Conftitution of his Country, tho’ it be commend- 
able in him if he has an Opportunity. It is not to be 
expected that common People fhould leave their own 
Bufinefs to mind that of the State ;. [ fay, this cannot 
be required or expected in any well-regulated Society, 
but in our’s it is altogether unreafonable, the Excellency 
of our Conftitution confifting in this, that Private Men 
are left to beftow their own Thoughts upon their own 
Concerns, and yet the beft Provifion imaginable is made 
for fecuring their Publick Rights, and tor maintaining 
them in the Poffeifion of thofe Advantages, even if a 
Spirit of Ambition fhould a& ever fo ftrongly in their 
Governors. Here lies our Strength, here is our Happi- 
nefs ; but if we wil forego or miftake it, who can help 
that, who is accountable for it Men do not aét Under 
any Neceflity in their Political any more than in their 
Moral Capacities; and thofe who took fuch Care to 
guard us trom the ill Effects of Power, lefc it ftill in our 
own Power to’ruin ourfeives if we will. 

To what Purpofe is all this, methinks I hear a Male- 
content cry? Who is there fo mad as to defire to quit 
this Security? Who is there {4 wicked as to entertain 4 
Thought ot demolithing this Bulwark ?——- But what 
if it be demolifh’d without thinking! People who deftroy 
their Health, and iquander their Eitates, have not thefe 
Ends in View tho’ they a as if they had. It is an ealy 
thing to guard again{t wrong Intentions, but the Misfor- 
tune lies here, that the Effects of an ill Action are not the 
lefs fenfable tor its being well defign’d. If therefore [ can 
fhew, that the Steps fome People are taking have a itrong 
as Wélias manifeft Tendency to overthrow our Conttitu- 
tion, I think I may have Leave to conclude, that ic mat- 
ters not much to us what they mean. They may affirm, 
they may proteft that they have no fuch thing in view, 
they may tell us as the ry did who went to {trangle 
Don Carlos, that how odd foever the Appearance may be 
it is all for our Good, bat we may chufe whether we 
will believe them, this is certainly in eur Power, to this 
we are bound to attend, for if we once part with this 
Principle of judging of Men from their Actions, we fhall 
wander perpetually in the Dark, and make one falie Step 
after another. | 

There is perhaps nothing clearer, than that we efti- 
mate the Worth of our Princes by the Relpect they fhew 
for Parliaments. If they expreis a Deference for their 
Upinions, a Willingnefs to be guided by their Advice, a 
Defire to do nothing without them, and an Acquieicence 
in whatever they do, we believe them to be wife and 
good Princes, we applaud their Prudence, we admire the 
Juftneds of their Sentiments, and we are far from think- 
ing that they defcend at all from their Dignity by fuch 
a Conduét. Upon this Pian we regulate our Senfe of 
paft Reigns, we believe that fuch a Prince was great and 
glorious, and that fuch another was weak and wicked. 
We do this too independent of Events; tor who does not 
perceive that Henry VII. acquired his Reputation for Wif- 
dom by comp! ying with his Parliaments ? and who 
knows not that Henry VIII. was held an arbitrary and 
tyrannical Prince for compelling his Parliaments to com- 
ply with him? If theretore we judge right in this, it 
we have Reafon to conclude, that there is nothing fo 
honourable as for our Princes to repofe their wholeTruft 
‘a the Great Council of the Nation, nothing fo dangerous 
as for them to decline it, nothing fo unworthy or fo il- 
legal as to menace them, we muft think it their Intereft 
to act in this Manner, But the Intereft of the King 1s 
certainly the Intereft of his People; and therefore herein 
the bound to purfue the fame Conduct.

Fuftice fhould flart up, and, addre(jing himjelf to the Bench, 
begin a long Difcourfe on the Nature of Fudichture, the pro- 
per Dualifcations of a Fudge, the great Duties of Patienc?, 
Attendance, and In flexibility; would this be thought fir} 
decent, or even volerable? or would it be thought an 
Sort of Excufe it fuch a Perion fhould fay, are not an 
thefe the Duties of Judges?—— Yes.they are; but the 
Queftion is, how far ic is a private Man’s Dury to tell 
them fo? 

In private Life, we never trefpafs thus on the Ru'et of 
Good-breeding ; we do pot break in upon each other, 
or pretend to read Lectures in refpect to every little Slip 
of Conduct, tho’ it may be our Neighbour’s Concerns 
may be mingled with our own; much leis do we pre- 
tend to direct fuch as are independent of us, and over 
whom from the Nature of Things we can have no Jn- 
fluence. With what Colour then can Folks of Jittle or 
no Confequence, who perhaps have a very {mali Share of 
Property, it is very poflible none at all; how can thefe, 
I fay, have any Right to queftion our Senators, or to fug- 
geft to their Conftituents, that a Horfe Race, Fox Chace, 
or a Famsily Entertainment, are things capable ot making 
them forget the Duty they owe their Country, ard the 
Reipe& they ought to have for their own Reputations ? 
If this be not repugnant to the Rules of good Senfe a8 
well as to our Conftitution, one can never be fure of any 
thing; for if the Charges be not true, then certainly the 
Paper in which we find them 1s a flagrant Libel on the 
Houfe of Commons; and-#t-they be, the Faule lies in 
thole who chofe them; and, according to the new Sy- 
ftem, the Voice of the Peovie is she Voice of GOD, from 
which there lies no Appeal. 

It would have been eafy to have treated this Subject 
in a more direct, and in a much ftronger Mannet, trom 
which I was deterred by confidering, that on my own 
Principles it is fcarce excufable to treat it in a publick 
Paper at all. But fuch unjuftifiable Confequences have 
been drawn of late from Peoples Silence, that Mea who 
know they mean honettly, and act uprightly, are in their 
own Jultification forc’d to {peak, tho’ ic may be as in 
the prefent Cafe, with Pain and Grief. 

I thall conclude with obferving, that we have already 


on account of an Act of National Reproach, which ought 
at leaft to incline Men to contider coolly betore they pre- 
tend to diétate to the People, to excite them to walk in 
new Ways, and to give Laws to their Legiflarors. Such 
Flights as thefe are plainly the Effects ot Party Rage, and 
do not at all participate of publick Spirit; for, it there 
were any real Occafion for it, unqueftionably the beft 
Way to teach our Reprefentatives to do their Dury, is, 
to do our own.

Laft Night arriv’d a Mail from HoLtano, with Let- 
ters of the Oth Inftant N.S. from Vienna, which fay, 
thac on the 3d the Great Dake of Tufcany arriv d there 
with a {mall Retinuc trom the Army tn Bohemia ; that 
on the sth there aifo arriv'd from Upper Auftria an Ex- 

refs from the Velt Marfhal de Khevenhuller with two 
Pair of Bavarian Colours and a Pair of Kettle-drums, 
which had been taken from the Allies near Crems ; that 
the Vat Marthal, after having taken Ens, was 10 full 
March to Lintz, to which the greateft Part of the Ene- 
my was retir’d, and where 10,000 French had intrench’d 
themfelves ; and that on the 6th at Noon the Count de 
Seay arriv’d at Vienna from General Khevenhuller with 
Advice, that when he came before Lintz the Garifon 
confifting of 8 or 10,000 Men defir'd Leave to retire to 
Paflaw, but that the General infifted on their furrendring 
Prifoners of War, becaufe they could not be reliev’d, and 
becaufe he had intercepted a Letter from the Command- 
ant to the Marshal de Broglio, with an AcCount that he 
had but feven or eight Days Provifions. The Exprefs 
who carried the Letter was fent back to the Command- 


ant. 

They add, that the Auftrians have taken Schardingen 
on the Frontiers of Bavaria, and made fome Incurfions 
into that Electorate. 

They write from Naples by Letters of the rth ult. 
that the Princefs de Belmonte Pignatelli was by Order of 
the Court of Spain banifh'd from that Court together 
with the Prince her Husband, (who was formerly one 
of the Emperor’s Generals in that Kingdom) for holding 
a Correfpondence with the Court of Vienna, his Family 
having been always very much attach’d to the Houfe of 
Auftria. 

Letters of the 29th ult. from Petersburgh fay, that 
the Emprefs has recalled the Count Iwanowitz Mufin 
Puskin, who three Years ago had his Tongue cut ous, 
and was afterwards banifh’d, for having been one of M. 
Wolinski’s Accomplices. An Inquiry is alfo making, in 
order to recover the forfeited Eftates of that Nobleman, 
who was reputed the richeft SubjeCt in the Empire. 
M. Wolinski’s Children are alfo recalled from their Exile, 
in order to be handfomely educated at Court.
